“He that believeth on me, as the 
scripture hath said, out of his belly shalt 
flow rivers of living water,” St. John 7: 
38. 


HE spring of life is found in Jesus 

Christ, and the only means that our 
souls have of contacting and communing 
with the fountain is that of vital FAITH 
or BELIEF, that accepts Jesus Christ at 
what He offers Himself to be. We can- 
not have flowing streams without foun- 
tains, and only then when the fountain 
empties itself. Therefore, the divine life 
can only flow into and possess the souls 
that trust and obey, for truly, trust and 
obedience must be two very essential ele- 
ments of faith. Then when His life 
floods the soul, and the Church in gener-

For wherever the figure of river is used 
in the Bible it always implies the carriage 
and imparting of life.

22:1. Wherever the river flows things 
live. Those who are filled with the Spirit 
are sin and death’s only successful oppon- 
ents, and it is a waste of time, sinful 
spending of money, and criminal sacri- 
fice of physical energy, for any individ- 
ual or the Church as a body to attempt 
to cope with Satan or sin without an en- 
duement of divine power. Jesus knew 
this, therefore He selected, prepared, and 
sent forth a Church filled with the Holy 
Ghost, to convey the life-giving powers 
of the eternal God, ministering to the sin- 
cursed and Satan-bound humanity. And 
I am convinced that this very, very im- 
portant ministry is needed first to 


VITALIZE 
Withered and dying ministers, laymen 
and churches. For the more than twenty 
years of my membership and my mani- 
fold ministry in The Church of God, the 
most burdensome and sickening discover- 
ies that I have made is to find ministers, 
laymen, and sometimes almost an entire 
church, bereft of spiritual life, resorting 
to committees, conferences, or conven- 
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tions for the aid that only comes through 
the workings of the Holy Ghost. It is as 
foolish and vain as it would be to en- 
deavor to operate machinery divorced 
from energy. Not only other churches 
but the Church of God is groaning as it 
endeavors to travel with many almost 
dead and dormant ministers and laymen, 
which of course means many withered 
and fainting churches. This is a shame- 
ful and embarrassing predicament. Now 
we are called upon to rededicate our lives 
so that He, the Holy Ghost, may again 
pour Christ’s life in us until we can car- 
ry the needful blessings to distressed hu- 
manity. Our influence is or should be 
that of a river on a mill wheel, chang- 
ing the inactive, the dead, into profitable 
motion. For out of the faithful shall 
flow rivers which will bring vitality to 
dead or dying. 
DISPOSITIONS 

Everywhere there are withered and 
withering things which need to be quick- 
ened. One of the most appalling discov- 
eries is that in the lives of many leaders 
zeal is drooping like spring flowers that 
have been nipped by the spring frost, and 
many whose desires for a deep spiritual 
life are fading like plants suffering from 
a drought. There are others whose min- 
istry is weakening, their affections are ail- 
ing, their strength waning, and they are 
fast lapsing into a state of inactivity and 
unusefulness. If we only had some way of 
looking into the secret places of the souls 
of those with whom we are constantly 
associated, we would probably be amazed 
and alarmed at the great number who are 
in touch with sin and death and out of 
touch with Christ and life. Dead ser- 
mons, prayers, testimonies, and songs 
flow from the pulpits and pews, and 
flood the air, provoking the frowns of 
God, tickling the ears of the devil, leav- 
ing the Church and the world in a worse 
condition. 

Now, it is high time that every mem.- 
ber of the Church of God should experi- 
ence a flowing river in his soul and be- 
gin to move among drooping souls until 
withered spirits and heavy hearts are re- 
vived and thrilled by the presence of 
those whom Jesus said, from their inner- 
most being shall flow rivers of living wa- 
ter, for when the river of life flows near 
to souls sobbing in defeat, they will come 
alive and clothe themselves in strength 
and in beauty.

The prophet Isaiah in 
chapter 32, verse 2, says a man shall be 
as rivers of water in a dry place. Christ 
is that man and He offers refreshments 
to the souls that are held in_ perils of 
dryness. And who is to convey these re- 
freshments? It can only be brought by 
men and women who live with a spring 
in their souls and whose very presence is 
a river of water of life. Again the Holy

“In Him we live, and move, and have 
our being,” Acts 17:28. 


“In the dance, theaters, movies, gamb- 
ling dens and booze joints, we live, and 
move, and have our being,” says the sin- 
ner. “In the novels, and funnies, and con- 
tinued stories, we have,our being,” says 
the world. “In dope, opium, cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff and drink, we live, and 
move, and have our being,” say the ad- 
dicts. “In Him we live, and move, and 
have our being,” say the children of God. 


From the beginning of time, God in- 
tended man to live, and move, and have 
his being in Him; to fellowship, to en- 
joy, to live and dwell in Him; to exist, 
to thrive, to eat, to devour, and _ feed 
upon Him, the “Bread of Life,” “my 
breath, my life, my all in all.” But to- 
day man lives, and moves, and has his 
being in things of earth and time, things 
that will perish. “Where your treasure is 
there will your heart be also.” 


We read in 1 Corinthians 3:16, 17, 
“Know ye not that ye are the temple of 
God, and that the Spirit of God dwelleth 
in you?

How could she 
sing the Lord’s song in a strange land, as 
the children of Israel said as they hanged 
their harps on the willows and wept 
there by the rivers of Babylon, Psa. 137: 
1-4. She said it gave her such a thrill 
when she read, not that she would think 
of doing those things herself, but she 
wanted to feel how it would be. In them 
she lived, and moved and had her being. 
They are devilish, as dope itself, creating 
the passions to sevenfold heat and excit- 
ing a craving to live them out in real 


life, 


My life as a little child was sad and 
lonely, so I took to reading as a man to 
drink to drown his troubles. In stories 
and novels, in fairy tales and continued 
stories, we lived and moved and had our 
being. My natural life was cruel and hard 
and cold and dead, but the fairy tales and 
later, love stories, were filled with life 
and joy and sunshine for my lonely lit- 
tle heart, a land of imagination and 
dreams, a land that never existed, a life 
and realm that was unreal and failed me 
in times of need. I got acquainted and 
fell in love with Jesus at Sunday School 
and His image was stamped upon my 
heart, which spoiled all the things of the 
world for me. I turned away and forgot 
Him many times, yet that image was 
forever there. Yes, I went in the broad 
ways to seek Him whom my soul loveth, 


to the movies and theaters, and card 
parties and dances and novels and fun- 
nies. Songs of Solomon 3:2-4, “I sought 
him, but I found him not. The watch- 
men that go about the city found me: to 
whom I said, Saw ye him whom my soul 
loveth? It was but a little that I passed 
from them, but I found him whom my 
soul loveth: I held him, and would not 
let him go.” 

Yes, when I passed by all these and got 
in that “narrow way” of life, and got 
converted, I found Jesus was my fairy 
“Prince of Life,” and I was the “sleep- 
ing beauty” that He awakened with His 
breath of life, Jesus, my Savior, the 
Bridegroom and lover of my soul, and the 
Bible, His love letter to me. Then I 
grieved and mourned for the years wasted 
in reading stories and lies that were mere 
imaginations of the mind of man; years 
wasted, mind desecrated as the vessels of 
the sanctuary that Belshazzar, the king, 
and his lords drank wine out of long ago. 
I hated school and dad said I could read 
the stories if I got my lessons. I hated 
them and got what I had to, so I could 
read the wild, fascinating stories that I 
loved, therefore, had nothing to offer 
Him, but empty wasted years and I wept 
and cried in sorrow and anguish. He 
gave me His promise of Joel 2:25, “I will 
restore to you the years that the locust 
hath eaten, the cankerworm, and _ the 
caterpillar, and the palmerworm, my 
great army which I sent among you.” 
And He did, literally, restore to me the 
years I had wasted in reading those emp- 
ty tales. He gave me the opportunity at 
Bible School to make up the studies I 
had neglected at school and needed in 
His service. Glory to His matchless name 
forever! 

“In the funnies we live and move and 
have our being,” say the children, old and 
young, sinners and many Christians, too 
sad to say. You who are Christian par- 
ents will not let your children go to 
the movies, but you will let them devour 
the funnies which are the same filthy, 
empty, foolish trash. “Tell me what you 
eat, and I will tell you what you are,” 
says the world. Tell me what you read 
and I will tell you what you are, Chil- 
dren and grown-ups that read the fun- 
nies, act like a funny. They look like a 
funny. They walk like a funny. They 
talk like a funny, and they live like a 
funny. The things of God are made 
light of in ridicule, and your eyes 
grow accustomed to the lude, immodest 
dress of the world and your ears pick up

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 guiw says in the 39th verse of the 
2nd chapter of Acts, “The promise is 
unto you (the Jews), and to your chil- 
dren, and to all that are afar off, (and 
everyone will agree that the latter re- 
ferred to is the Gentiles) even as many 
as the Lord our God shall call.’”” When 
God quits calling people to repentance, 
then He will quit baptizing with the 
Holy Ghost. 


Some will say, “I got the Holy Ghost 
when I got sanctified.” That is unscrip- 
tural for sanctification comes as a cleans- 
ing, as a second work of grace subse- 
quent to regeneration, and the Holy 
Ghost is a fiiling. Jesus, in speaking to 
Christians that were bearing fruit (or 
saved), said He would purge or 
cleanse you that you may bring forth 
more fruit. John 15:12. God _baptizes 
with the Holy Ghost in these last days 
just like He did in the early days of the 
Church. Hebrews 13:8 says, “Jesus 
Christ the same yesterday, to-day, and 
forever.” We are still living in the Holy 
Ghost dispensation. When the Jews re- 
jected Christ, as a nation, the Gentiles 
came in possession of the same promises 
at Jesus’ death on the cross, the middle 
wall of partition was torn down, making 
the Gentiles on equal par with the Jews. 
You will find that made clear in Eph. 
2:13-15. 


In Acts 15th chapter, Peter makes 
mention how God a good while ago made 
choice that by his mouth the Gentiles 
should hear the word of the gospel and 
believe, and he made no difference be- 
tween the Jews and Gentiles, purifying 
their hearts by faith. And James, who 
seems to be the moderator, after hearing 
the different ones speak, says, ““Hearken 
unto me: Simeon hath declared how God 
at the first did visit the Gentiles, to take 
out (to rapture) of them a people for 
his name. And to this agree the words of 
the prophets.” These scriptures have ref- 
erence to the house of Cornelius where 
the Gentiles received the Holy Ghost and 
spake in tongues. There are teachers to- 
day that will try to take the Apostle 
Paul in partners with them to put down 
the teaching of the Baptism of the Holy 
Ghost with the evidence of speaking in 
tongues. They will quote 1 Corinthians 
14:19 where Paul says, “Yet in the 


church I had rather speak five words 
with my understanding that by my voice 
I might teach others also, than ten thou- 
sand words in an unknown tongue.” This 
is easy understood when anyone has the 


right conception of God’s Word. To ful- 
ly understand the 14th chapter of 1 Co- 
rinthians the reader should read the 12th 
and 13th chapters of 1 Corinthians, 
which is speaking of spiritual gifts. Paul 
is not condemning speaking in tongues 
in the 14th chapter, but is regulating 
some confusion that had gotten into the 
church. 


In the 18th verse Paul says, “I thank 
my God that I speak with tongues more 
than ye all.” In the 21st verse he refers 
to the law which is Isaiah 28:11, “That 
with men of other tongues and other lips 
will I speak unto this people and yet for 
all that will they not hear me, saith the 
Lord.” This is to the mockers in the 
early days of the church and these last 
days, but thank the Lord, there are a few 
people all down through the ages who are 
willing to walk in the light of God’s 
Word. In the Sth verse, Paul shows that 
he that prophesies is greater then he that 
speaketh with tongues except he inter- 
pret, that the church may receive edify- 
ing. If anyone interprets their message 
in tongues it is as great as he that prophe- 
sies. And the 13th verse Paul insists that 
they that speak in an unknown tongue 
pray that they may interpret. I want to 
say here that in the 14th chapter Paul 
has reference to a business meeting for he 
asks the women to keep silence. It is not 
a devotional service for in that everyone 
has the right to speak in tongues. 


In the 2nd verse, Paul says, ‘““He that 
speaketh in an unknown tongue speaketh 
not unto men but unto God for no man 
understandeth him, howbeit in the spirit 
he speaketh mysteries.” It would be ill 
manners for me to butt-in where two 
were holding a conversation. No one has 
the right to say anything when anyone 
is talking direct to God, for it is an hon- 
or for anyone to get close enough to God 
for the Holy Ghost to speak through 
him. Paul knew that in these last days 
some teachers would forbid to speak with 
tongues, that is why he made the state- 
ment in the 39th verse of the same chap- 
ter, ‘Wherefore, brethren, covet to 
prophesy and forbid not to speak with 


tongues.” But there are people to-day 
who are trying to take the NOT out. 
Then there are some who say that 


tongues will cease. They refer to 1 Co- 
rinthians 13:8, ‘Charity never faileth, 
but whether there be prophecies they 
shall fail, whether there be tongues they 
shall cease, whether there be knowledge it 
shall vanish away.” I want to ask you a 
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question, dear reader, Has prophecy 
failed? You will say, No! So do I. 

We notice in the list of prophecies, 
which mean predictions of future events 
or preaching the gospel, people going in 
every direction under the anointing of 
the Holy Ghost, telling this lost world of 
God’s impending judgments on them that 
will not obey the gospel. Next are 
tongues. What are tongues for? “Tongues 
are for a sign, not to them that believe 
but to them that believe not.” 1 Cor. 14: 
22. As long as there are unbelievers 
tongues will not cease, Anyone can see’ 
that knowledge has not vanished away 
for people to-day have greater knowledge 
than in any age. Daniel 12:4, ‘Many 
shall run to and fro, and knowledge shall 
be increased.” We see this fulfilled be- 
fore our eyes. This tears down the the- 
ory that is being taught to-day. 

Many people who come to a holiness 
meeting and see the power of God mani- 
fested will say, “I don’t believe that God 
would do foolish things like that and 
cause people to act in that way.” But 
read 1 Corinthians 1:21, 25, “For after 
that in the wisdom of God the world by 
wisdom knew not God...because the 
foolishness of God is wiser than men; and 


the weakness of God is stronger than 
men.” But someone will ask, “Why 
does God want to use tongues to 
speak something no one_ understands, 
not even the one speaking?” We 
will answer this with the Word of 


God, “Wherefore (or for this reason) 
tongues are for a sign, not to them that 
believe but to them that believe not.” 
God has always worked with signs. When 
God sent Moses. to Egypt to deliver the 
children of Israel he sent him with signs 
and said if they would not believe the 
first sign they would believe the latter 
sign. Exodus 4:8. The disciples asked Je- 
sus just before He ascended back to the 
Father what sign there would be of His 
coming and the end of the world. God 
told Ezekiel to go and lie on his left 
side three hundred and ninety days for 
a sign to Israel. Then lie on his right side 
forty days for a sign to Judah. Ezekiel 
4:1-7. Someone might say, “Such fool- 
ishness.” It no doubt looks foolish to the 
natural man, Again we notice, God told 
Ezekiel to shave his head and take a 
third part of his hair and burn it, take 
a third part and cut it with a knife and 
a third part scatter in the wind for a sign 
to Jerusalem. Ezekiel 5:1-14. We have 
mentioned these signs to show God’s way 
of doing things.

As Brother Cross informed us that he 
was expecting the largest number in at- 
tendance of any previous convention for 
the state, preparations were made to take 
care of the large crowd which attended. 
The entertainment was splendid. All the 
delegates had to do was walk over to the 
entertainment committee and receive an 
invitation to someone’s home, and there 
retire upon a nice bed, with a hot break- 
fast awaiting in the morning, without 
one cent of cost. 

There was some splendid preaching of 
the old time gospel by men of God, 
which certainly was food to our souls. 

Brother McCoy was in charge of the 
music, and everyone knows how well 
prepared he is along this line. The band 
music, special quartets, and in fact, all 
the music was just fine. 

Ministers and members from _ nearly 
every district were present with good re- 
ports of the work out on the field. The 
membership has greatly increased this 
year, and we are delighted with the prog- 
ress the Church is making in this state. 
Brother Cross is certainly doing a wonder- 
ful work for the Church of God in Ten- 
nessee. 

Friday night was young people’s serv- 
ice. Brother Woodrow Byrd, assistant 
state superintendent, made a splendid 
talk to the young people, encouraging 
them to work harder for the Y. P. E. 
He explained that the Y. P. E. was grow- 
ing and proving a blessing to many, edu- 
cationally as well as spiritually. Brother 
Clifford Jenkerson also spoke to the 
young people on the subject, ““The Youth 
of To-day.” He pointed out the different 
ways the devil has to entice the young 
people, such as the ball games, dance 
halls, swimming pools, billiard halls, etc., 
and the evils that come from such places, 
and urged that we hold stedfastly to the 
standards of holiness and tell the worid 
about Christ, 

Another interesting part was the trip 
through the Publishing House. At 8:00 
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o’clock Saturday morning all were in- 
vited to go through and look around 
over the building. At the call, “It’s now 
time to go through the Publishing 
House,” the crowd marched from _ the 
Auditorium down to the Publishing 
House. Brother Latimer lead them 
through, explaining the different phases 
of the work, and at the usual prayer 
hour, all were invited to worship with 
the employees, from 8:30 to 9:00 a. m.

On Saturday afternoon we visited our 
boys’ orphanage farm. This was about an 
eight-mile trip and the road was hot and 
dusty, but when we reached the farm it 
was cool out under the large shade trees 
and the cold spring water was refreshing. 
There are forty boys out there, and they 
certainly have a nice home. We found 
growing several different kinds of crops 
on the farm, but the principal crop was 
corn, of which there were several acres 
about waist high. Brother Eller, the man- 
ager of the farm, informed us that the 
county agent was out tolook over thecrop 
and told him that he had the second best 
corn crop in this end of the county. 

On Sunday morning a missionary of- 
fering was taken. You have heard of 
missionary zeal but we saw it manifested 
when Tennessee topped the list with the 
largest missionary offering of any state, 
the amount of which was $626.68. In 
connection with this offering, Brother 
Baney, who expects to sail soon for Pales- 
tine as missionary to the Jews, made a 
fine talk, telling how hungry the Jews 
are for God and how they are accepting 
Christ as their Messiah. Let’s pray for 
Brother Baney as he goes to this foreign 
field to preach the gospel to the Jewish 
race. 

The Tennessee state convention has 
set a record in mission offerings that 
never has been reached before in the his- 
tory of the Church, of which we feel 
proud. This offering may be the means 
of carrying the gospel to thousands whe 
will accept Christ and be ready to go 
when Jesus comes, There are many more 
conventions to be held this year, and no 
doubt, some will have a larger offering, 
but we expect to set a new record next 
year.
